Prior to joining the ECCC staff, 
Karcher served as offensive coor- 
dinator and quarterbacks coach at 
Eastern Michigan University. 

His top priority remains the same 
as when he was announced as the 
college’s 2lst head coach during a 
spring 2013 press conference: De- 
velop a winning football program at 
East Central Community College! 

His overall record at ECCC is 
22-35. The 2016 Warriors won the 
college’s first-ever Mississippi 
Association of Community and Junior Colleges South Division. 

The Warriors also qualified for the state playoffs for the second 
straight year, marking the first time in 40 years that East Central 
participated in postseason play in consecutive years. The 2016 
team finished 5-5 on the season, losing to Northwest Mississippi 
Community College 21-14 in the state playoffs. 

Karcher’s 2015 team had the college’s best season in 16 years, 
with an overall record of 8-3. The Warriors won the C.H.A.M.P.S. 
Heart of Texas Bowl and finished ranked No. 10 in the National 
Junior College Athletic Association Top 20 poll. ECCC advanced 
to the state playoffs before falling 20-14 to eventual national cham- 
pion Northwest.
